A shooting affray , about which there 
is considerable my stery occurred about 
9 :30 last night in the Ex change Bar, 
on Second street. 
The p olice 
and 
Dep uty Prosecutor Kip linger 
have 
been conducting an inv estigation bat 
hav e gained but little headway . 
James Barrett, 
p rop rietor of the 
saloon say s that a stranger somewhat 
intox icated came into the saloon and 
demanded liqnor, which was refused 
him, although he offered to p ay for it. 
B arrett say s the man became abusiv e, 
p ulled agunand fired two shots at h m 
but that he seized the gun and took it 
away from him, at the same time get­ 
ting his fingers caught in the hammer 
and p rev enting another 
shot being 
fired. 
The man was then p ut out 
of the saloon by the rear way . 
A nnmber of p eop le heard the shots 
and ran into the fal on. 
They saw 
nothing howev er and came back with 
the rep ort that shots had been fired 
but that no one was hurt. 
Mrs. Philip 
Olinger who liv es across the street 
from the Raloon, howev er, saw men on 
the floor of the saloon through the 
j 
lower p art of the screen door. 
Policeman Price was standing < n 
the corner of Main and Second streets 
when the shots were fired, 
lie ran j 
down the street and into the rear. 
There had been a large p ool of blood 
on the floor but some of it had been 
washed away . 
The p oliceman could 
get little information that was satis­ 
factory from those in the saloon, and 
he started 
an inv e tigation. 
There 
was a stream of blood out the back 
door and into the alley and 
west 
through the alley , to Morgan street. 
A lantern was secured and Prosecutor 
Kip linger joined in the inv estigation. 
Prosecutor Kip linger secured the re­ 
v olv er from Mr. Barrett. 
It was of a 
82 caliber and was loaded with long 
cartridges tip p ed with ex p ansion bul­ 
lets. 
One shot had been fired, the sec­ 
ond had missed fire and a third shell 
was emp ty . 
By the blood, men tracked the wound­ 
ed man Across Morgan 
street, and 
through the y ard, at the residence of 
Gash Ross immediately north of the 
central Fuel 
comp any ’s office. The 
gate in the rear of the e idenoe of Dr, 
K. I. Wooden was smeared with blood 
ami there was blood on a doorstop at 
the side of the 
Wooden residence. 
The man was then tracked to the north 
side of Second street, coming out be­ 
tween the Wooden residence an« ! the 
Onffiu block. 
The trail of blood was 
followed to Pearsey ’s grocery where 
it w’a« lost. 
The manner in which 
the sidewalk was sp otted with blood 
and the gate smeared with it shows 
that the man was running and that he 
leap ed ov er the gate instead of going 
through it. 
Tliis morning Policemen Pea 
and 
Price took np the blood stains near 
Reed’s Elev ator, on West Second street 
and followed them to the residence of 
Lewis Pate, farther down the street 
There lie learned that John Goodwin, 
who has been a boarder there 
and 
who was emp loy ed on Owen L. Carr's 
new house came running home short­ 
ly before 10 o’clock last night. 
He 
was badly bruised and cut about the 
face and ov er the head, his right arm 
was badly cut and bruised ami he was 
cut and braised about the ribs. 
Mrs. 
Pate help ed wash the man’s wounds 
and p ut him to bed. 
Policeman Pea say s that there was 
considerable blood this morning about 
the bed where Goodwin slep t. 
Good- 
winleft town early this morning and 
has not, been located. 
Mr. Pate say s 
that he could get nothing out of him 
concerning the trouble. 
When Goodwin left his boarding 
house y esterday ev eniug he had |14 in 
his p ocket. 
When he came back, bleed­ 
ing from nnmerous wounds, he had 15 
cents. 
As far as is known he has nev ­ 
er been in trouble before. 


Open Winter Was Pro tectio n to

It is said the op en winter gave the 
quail ex cellent op p ortuniy to feed and 
few of them, if any , were starv ed to 
death or were frozen. 
There are many 
broods all ov er the county and they 
have already begun the season’s nest­ 
ing. 
It is unusually early 
for the 
quail 
to 
begin nesting, 
but 
the 
farmers declare this is what is hap ­ 
p ening and some of the farmers who 
hav e studied the habits of the quail 
claim the same birds will hatch two 
nestings daring a single summer when 
they begin this time of the y ear. 
The qnail is becoming the farmer’s 
greatest friend and closer restrictions 
are being p ut on the ^hunting all over 
the county . 
At this time of the y ear 
esp ecially are the qnail of much bene­ 
fit as gatherers of insects and destruc­ 
tiv e worms. 
It is no uncommon sight 
to see qnail follow the farmer as he 
p lows his ground in the sp ring and as 
the insects 
and 
worm broods 
are 
turned by the p low, the birds gather 
them in a hurry . 
As they nev er eat 
the grain, ex p ecting the seeds of a 
few ’destructiv e weeds, the qnail are 
alway s welcomed by the owners of the 
farms.

testimony was along the line of her 
.•onnection of the Kelso family in Rush 
county from the time she enterted into 
the family as a domestic np until the 
filing of the damage suit against her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Eliza Kelso. 
The 
story of the case as giv en in the com­ 
p laint is to the effect that a love 
match 
between the p laintiff, 
Mrs. 
Grace Kelso and her husband John Kel­ 
so, a son of the defendant, followed 
4 short time after she became engaged 
is a domestic at the Kelso home and 
resulted in their marriage in Ap ril of 
19 04. 
Allegations are further made 
bv the p laintiff that they liv ed togeth­ 
er but a few months after their m ar­ 
riage when the sep aration followed 
» nd tor which she charges the mother- 
in-law being tbe cause. 
Other charges of a rat* er sensational 
characted are also made by the p lain­ 
tiff all of which is being introduced 
in the ev idence.

“ Last night abont 10 30 o’clock, at 
theJ^G.^H. & D. dep ot three fellows 
who claim to hav e hailed from near 
Rnshv ille and who were well loaded 
with liqnor, had fall sway of things 
abont them and created a great deal of 
ex citement. 
Each one of the men, it 
is said had a rev olv er and the manner 
in which they were flourishing the 
y oung arsenal and making commands 
at the station had ev ery body side step ­ 
p ing behind p osts and doors to keep 
from being in front of tbe muzzle of 
the gnns. 
The 
fellows were right 
boisterous along with their brav ery , 
flashing the artillery and for a while 
they had things abont their own way . 
The p olice were notified but before 
they arriv ed the three men had board­ 
ed a west bound freight and “ skid- 
doed” out of town. 
The conductor of 
the freight train also had a v ery un­ 
p leasant ex p erience with them on the 
road esp ecially at Sailers switch west 
of town where they cut loose'with the 
guns and began firing through the 
caboose. 
Word was sent by the rail 
road officials to the p olice at Rnshv ille 
and it was heard here today that one 
of them was arrested there, bnt the 
other two got away . 
One of the men 
was said to be named McCombs, of 
near Glenwood but. ¡the names of the 
other two were not learned.”

Trial at Frankfo rt Is Ended - 


The Jury Out Abo ut Fo ur 


Ho urs. 


Dav id Goff, who was formerly em­ 
p loy ed at the old Oy ster Bay restaur­ 
ant, ¡when it was owned by George 
Orim and who went from this city to, 
Frankfort, was conv icted o f an a t­ 
temp ted criminal assault on a y oung 
girl, by a jury in that city , Thursday 
ev ening. 
He will be sent to the Jeff­ 
ersonv ille Reformatory for a p eriod 
of two to fourteen y ears. 
Goff’s trial began Monday morning. 
The ev ideuoe 
was 
ov erwhelmingly 
against 
Goff, 
the 
most imp ortant 
ev idence being that his shoes fit the 
track* in the alley where the attem p t­ 
ed assault 
occurred and the knees 
of his trousers and other p arts of the 
clothing wore stained witli the ashes, 
that covered a p ortion of the alley . 
The v ictim of the alleged attemp t jkmi- 
itiv ely identified Goff as the gniltv 
p arty . 
Goff was unable to p rov e an 
alibi. 
The arguments in the case were 
made Thursday and the jury took the 
« •as© Thursday ev ening at 4 o’clock 
returning a v erdict at 7 : 45. The jur­ 
ors had little trouble in reaching an 
agreement. 
Concerning the] scene in 
the court room when the jury came in 
the Frankfort Times say s : 
“ The defendant did not come into 
court until 8 :30 
his tardy arriv al 
gave rise to the rep ort that he had 
gone. 
These rep orts howev er, were 
groundless, 
as he leisurely walked 
into the court room and took his p osi­ 
tion with his wife and children. 
The 
court 
room was p acked almost 
to 
suffocation when the jnry filed in and 
took their seats. 
Goff was a little 
p aler than usual, as the foreman hand­ 
ed the v erdict to Court Clerk Bolt. 
When the clerk read, “ We the jnry , 
find the defendant guilty as charged 
in the indictm ent,” there was no dem­ 
onstration by any one in the room. 
Judge Clav baugh 
had warned 
the 
crowd that silence must be maintained 
and his order was obey ed. 
Attorney A. H. Boolden asked, and 
was granted p ermission to p oll the 
jury . 
Each of the twelv e men said 
that the v erdict was his v erdict. 
Mr. 
Bonlden then asked that the defendant 
be allowed to go on bond until a 
motion for a new trial can be argued, 
bnt Prosecutor Moss objected to that 
being don© and demanded that Goff 
be 
remanded 
into 
custody of the 
sheriff. 
Judge Olay bangh issued or­ 
ders to this effect and Goff was taken 
to the jail.

city as the result of a pistol shot fired 
through his m outh into his head with 
suicidal intent. 
The act was com m it­ 
ted at the club cham bers of the M etro­ 
politan club, w here Mr. Adams had 
liv ed for sev eral y ears. 
Mr. Adams was a society and club 
man and was at all prom inent social 
functions in this city . 
It was only 
T hursday th at he, as acting chairm an 
of the house com m ittee on foreign af­ 
fairs, 
m anaged 
the diplom atic and 
consular appropriation bill to its final 
passage in the house. 
This bill was 
before the house for the last week, 
and Mr. Adams was the principal fig 
ure in the nouse. 
T here was nothing 
in his deportm ent during the consid­ 
eration of the m easure to indicate an 
unusual condition of his mind. R epre­ 
sentativ e Sulzer of New York who has 
taken an activ e part on the floor of 
the house during the deliberation on 
the diplom atic and consular appropri­ 
ation bill said that R epresentativ e Ad­ 
am s cam e to him T hursday and asked 
th at no hindrance be placed in the 
way of getting the bill through on that 
day . 
“I hav e som ething v ery im portant 
to do,” rem arked Mr. Adams, “and 
w ant to get this bill through and get 
aw ay .” 
“All I w ant is enough tim e 
10 make 
a short speech on the General Slocum 
disaster.” replied Mr. Sulzer. 
“W ell,” responded Mr. Adams, “my 
m atter is more im portant than the 
G eneral Slocum disaster.” 
“Perhaps so,” replied Mr. Sulzer, “as 
those people are now all dead.” 
“W ell,” 
concluded 
Mr. 
Adams, 
“th ere may be m ore of us dead before 
tom orrow m orning.” 
Mr. Adams w rote the following let­ 
te r to Speaker Cannon. 
It was receiv ­ 
ed at the capitol just before the hour 
of conv ening the house: 
“My Dear Mr. Speaker—The fact 
th at my personal obligations ex ceed 
my resources is my only ex cuse for 
abandoning the responsible position I 
occupy in the house. 
1 am willing to 
be buried at its ex pense, but I ask that 
no com m ittee he appointed or memo­ 
rial serv ices held, as I hav e nev er 
been in sy m pathy with the latter cus­ 
tom. 
“W ith assurances of my high re­ 
gard, sincerely y ours. 
"ROBERT ADAMS.” 
On the announcem ent of the death 
of Mr. Adams, the house adjourned.

O v erm an, Bailey , Dubois and Frazier 
v oting in the affirm ativ e, and Sena 
tors 
Forakcr, 
Dillingham. 
Hopkins, 
Bev eridge and Knox in the negativ e. 
The v ote of Senator Depew was not 
cast. 
The effect of the resolution adopted 
will be to place sq uarely before the 
senate the q uestion w hether Senator 
Smoot shall continue In his seat and 
leav e to that body the decision as to 
the method of procedure. 
A m ajority , 
it is said, can declare th at it is the

v ested this industry takes fifth rank 
in the industries of the country , being 
preceded by lum ber, iron and steel, 
m anufactured gas and cotton. 
The 
brew ing interests represent $450,000,- 
000 of capital with a product v alued at 
about $240.000,000. 
In 19 00 this in­ 
dustry 
used 
thirty 
million 
dollars’ 
w orth of cereals. 
It pay s annually 
$26,000.000 in w ages; 
$50,000,000 in 
internal rev enue to the gov ernm ent 
annually and a large am ount in state 
and municipal tax es. 
The brew ers, pointing to the In­ 
crease in their output, show th a t in 
18 70 6.000,000 barrels of beer w ere

If U ncle P eter Lo o ney had ten b a r­ 
rels o f cider in R ushville in 18 40, I 
certainly go t so me o f it. 
Mr. P eter M auzy had to adm it th a t 
he was w ro ng pre fe re n c e to the c a r­ 
rying pf banners in 18 40. 
He is jnst 
as far o ff his base in all o f his sta te ­ 
m ents as to w hat o ccurred in 18 40. 
He lived in U nio n to w nship in tho se 
early days and seldo m came to R ush­ 
ville. 
Mr. M auzy says the big cano e was 
made in F ayette co unty, and he fo l­ 
lo wed it and a band fro m C o nners- 
ville. 
There never 
was a bnckeye 
cano e and band th a t came fro m F ay 
ette co unty to R nsville. 
Mr. 
M auzy 
thinks I m ust have been tapping the 
cider barrels. 
He says he o nly saw 
the 
em pty barrels. 
H e spent so me 
tim e in explaining ho w they vo ter! and 
ho w electio ns w ere held in 18 40. 
No w. 
if he w ill take a drink o f cider, put 
o u his glasses and exam ine w hat I said 
he w ill find I m ade no reference to 
ho w electio ns w ere held in 
18 40. I 
co nld give him po inters as to ho w 
electio ns were held there as I was o ne 
o f the clerks o f the electio n in 18 40. 
In referring to Jo e R o binso n’s anec­ 
do te o f tap it a t bo th ends, Mr. C arr 
co rro bo rates m v statem ent th a t in the 
early days everybo dy in the co unty 
w ent to the co urt ho use to vo te.

neighbo r, w ho had kno w n me ever 
since I was a bo y, was inspecto r o f 
electio ns fo r several years.

ready yet, and it was so o n fo rgo tten.

becue was held in the co urt ho use 
yard. 
T h at I th ink o ught to settle 
th at questio n. 
The barbecue th a t G ranville C o w ing 
refers to , was the tem perance barbecne 
th at was held in 18 41 o r 18 42, when 
Jo e Ro binso n said they tapped it at 
bo th ends. 
In the w inter o f 18 39 I spent six 
weeks w o rking fo r Ho g W’alker g a th e r­ 
ing up and w eighing and driving ho gs 
to C incinnati. 
He lived o n th eB rco k - 
ville 
ro ad, 
abo nt fo ur m iles fro m 
R ushville. 
F o r the 
benefit o f the 
yo ung peo ple, I w ill describe the way 
the w eighing was do ne in th a t day. 
Wo used the o ld-style heavy breeching 
then in use.

In the w inter o f 18 41, Jo b Pugh gave 
me a certificate as a yo ung m an o f 
go o d, m o ral character and qualified 
to teach scho o l. My first w inter in the 
scho o l ho use, it kept me busy the lo ng 
w inter nights w ith the studies, to 
keep ahead o f the classes.

fo re Geo rge G. C lark w ent to Rnsh- 
ville, I o ften m et him in o nr scho o l 


ho nse 
debates. 
H is 
parents 
were 
Q uakers and lived N o rthw est o f M an­ 
illa in the little Blue R iver co nntry. 
Geo rge M all, an uncle o f F red M ali’s 
th a t lives in C ircleville, was the stro ng ­ 
est m an in a debate th a t I ever m et in 
a co untry scho o lho use. 
In the w inter o f 18 46 in B urlingto n 
(no w A rlingto n) I taug h t J. K. Go w- 
dy his letters, his m o ther taug h t him 
his po litics. 
She was a daughter o f 
F ath er Havens and her talents came 
by inheritence. H ad she lived in this 
day her influence in so cial circles and 
in the club ro o m w o nld be heard. 
The late Dr. R ic ’ter. cf A rlingto n 
wns o ne o f my pupils. 
His fath er was 
o ne o f the pro m inent physicians o f th at 
I day. 
The G o w dy’s mo ved to R ennsellaer, 
Jasper co unty. 
The peo ple o f Jasper 
co unty sent Mr. Go wdy to the L egis­ 
lature several term s. 
Indiana has alw ays been no ted fo r 
th e ir excellent po litical cam paigns. 
Pro bably the cam paign o f 18 44 was 
tha m o st exciting and b itterly co ntest­ 
ed cam paign ever held in th e State. 
Each party tried to exce'l the o ther 
in the way o f parades. 
In the big rally o f 18 44, a large pro ­ 
cessio n cam e m fro m the east. 
There 
were tw enty-five o r thirtv 
platfo rm 
wago ns, representing all o f the indust­ 
ries o f th a t day such as lo o ms w ith 
wo men w eaving, o ld-fashino ned spin­ 
ning w ith ladies a t w o rk, o ld style 
flaxbreakers, 
blacksm iths 
¡sho wing 
ho rses, tailo rs a t wo rk. 
In fact, every 
devise yo n can think o f was represent­ 
ed. 
A t the head o f this pro cessio n i 


was a large wago n draw n by six fine 
ho rses, the wago n co ntainé^ tw enty- 
six yo ung ladies carrying banners th at 
said o n them “ W hig hnsband o r no ne.” 
So me o f the o lder citizens w ill re ­ 
m em ber E liza Lindsy. M ary Fram e. 
Sally A nn H illigo ss, M argaret T ingly, 
The ages o f the fo ur ladies I m en­ 
tio n were bo rdering clo se o n to the 
t lirties. 
Miss 
T ingly 
afterw ards 
m arried an o ld bachelo r and a dem o ­ 
crat. 
In 18 44 U ncle Jacky Megee didn't 
have to call “ D em o crats to yo ur ho rs­ 
es,’’ they were already in the saddle. 
In the viay cf a turno nt they had the 
best equiped hicko ry wago n th a t was 
o n the ro ad th at year, w ith tw enty-six 
yo ung ladies carrying flags represent­ 
ing the tw enty-six States. 
T hat fine 
o utfit was draw n by six w hite ho rses 
w ith a unifo rm ed rider o n each ho rse. 
T h at turno ut m et and esco rted# mo re 
than 8 00 D em o crats fro m Shelby vilie 
into R ushville. 
The principal speaker 
fo r th a t day was Jo h n B. W eller, o f 
Ohio . 
He co uld say m o re b itte r things 
o f his po litical o ppo nents than any 
man I ever heard talk. 
The Dem o crats, w ith th eir fine o ut* 
fit and a large pro cessio n w ent to 
Shelbyville. 
Tho m as A. 
H endricks 
m et the pro cessio n in the Blue R iver 
bo tto m and welco med 
them to the 
city. T h at was the largest gathering 
held in th e State. 
T hat year peo ple 
had gathered fro m fo rty to fifty m ih s 
fro m all directio ns. 
T here w asn’t a 
railro ad in the S tate then. 
There was 
a threersto ry hicko ry wago n hauled by 
thirtv-five vo ke o f o xen w ith seventv- 


flve men o n it. 
W illiam J. Bro w n (an early citizen 
o f R ushville), then in the prim e o f 
life spo ke to acres o f peo ple, 
H enry 
Clay had been in public life so lo ng 
th at Bro w n held up his reco rd befo re 
the peo ple 
A three sicry hicko ry w ago n, draw n 
by thirty-five yo ke o f ^o xen and h aul­ 
ing 
seventy-five m en, w o uld cause 
mo re excitem ent ¡in R ushville no w 
than B arnnm ’s sho w. 
When I co mmenced these m eander - 
ings I did no t intend to w rite m y o wn 
histo ry, no r 
the 
histo ry o f 
R ush 
co unty, but having taken active part 
iu the affairs o f R ushville and Rush 
co unty fro m 18 40 to 18 52, and kno w ing 
nearly every man in the co nntry, and 
being perso nally acquainted w ith all 
the business and pro fessio nal men in 
the co unty, w h in I get to speaking o f 
these things I never kno w w hen to 
sto p. 
To refresh the m inds o f the yo ung 
peo pK I w ill state th at fro m 18 4 0 
to 18 50 I had never seen a lady in the 
scho o l ro o m as a teacher, behind the 
co unter as a sales lady, in a law yer's
